LAKE ST. ANN FISH. 


Malcolm McKinlay, fishery guardian, re- 
turned from Lake St Ann on Tuesday. He 
has kindly given the BuLLetin the follow- 
ing a3 to his trip: 

I arrived at White Whale lake on the 
2ist, and at Luke St. Ann on the 22nd 
October. The fish in each lake were spawn- 
ing. About the 2nd of Nov. the fish 
gradually moved out into deep water. It 
i3 very desirable to use every vigilance to 
prevent fishing during spawning, as abund- 
ance of fish in those lakes is an incalculable 
wealth to the country. The settlérs around 
these lakes are chiefly Metis, and Indians 
who depend wholly on fishing and bunting 
for a livilihood, and in case any of those 
pursuits fail the 1esalts can readily be con- 
jectured. Consequently occasions crop up in 
which to carry ont this law in its entirety 
might prove disastrous; and a _ snb-} 
stitute in lieu of fish require tu be pro- | 
vided. A close observer this fall 
must conclude it was good judgment 
to grant the privilege to fish this sea- 
son with one net toa family. Ice formed !

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HON. J. ISRAEL TARTE, 

Hon. J. Israel Tarte, minister of 
public works in the Laurier cabinet, 
and party, arrived by special train from 
Calgary about six o’clock on Tuesday 
evening. It was not known definitely un- 
til the evening before that he was com- 
ing, and consequently the preparations 
for his reception by the town were 
hurried and necessarily somewhat in- 
complete. ~The party comprised Hon. 
Mr. and Mrs. Tarte, Miss Tarte, Mrs. 
Robilliard, Mr. Coste, chief engineer of 
pubhie works, and Mr. Tarte’s secretary. 
The train was met at the staticn by 
Mayor Gallagher, Frank Oliver, M. P., 
M. McCauley, M. L. A., and J. A. Me- 
Dougall. The hon. minister was driven 
across the river and to the council 
chamber, where the members of the 
town council, the directors of the Ed- 
monton district railway company, the 
council of the board of trade and other | 
citizens assembled, to discuss in a bus- 
iness way the bridge proposition. 

J. A. McDougall, president of the | 
Edmenton district’ railway company. 
atated very clearly to the hon. minister 
the position of the town and district 
regarding the bridge, showing the 
necessity of the constriction not only 
of a traffic, but also of a railway, 
bridge. - 

N. D. Beck, solicitor for the railway 
company, then laid the details of the 
scheme before the minister. The gov- 
ernment was willing to build 4 traffic 
bridge to cost about $60,000. The 
railway company asked the government 
to bonus if to the amount of the cost of 
the traffic bridge, with $15,000 ad- 
ditional as the capitalized cost of main- 
tenance, which the government would 
bear in case of the construction of «¢ 
traffic bridge as a government work. 
They also asked the ordinary cash 
bonus of $3,200 a mile for four miles 
of line necessary to connect the north 
bank of the river with the present C. 
& E. railway line by way of the bridge. 
The town bad voted assistance to the 
extent of $50,000. With this amount of 
money guaranteed the company would 
be in a position to go on at once with 
construction. Parliament had already 
voted $50,000 of the $75,000 required, 
but the subscriptions of the town and 
the company’s shareholders were con- 
tingent upon the vote of the remaining 
$25,069. If the minister would 
guarantee that this $25,000 would be 
provided at next session the company 
would be in a position to go on at once 
with construction. But until that 
amount was voted or assured the sub- 
scriptions of the shareholders did not 
become payable, and the company con- 
sequently could do nothing. Mr. 
Beck alluded to the promises of the 
vote of an additional $25,000 made by 
the late yovornment, and the papers 
were produced. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte read the promises 
and said with a amile they were only 
election promises. Sir Charles Tupper’s 
was addressed from Winnipeg. No 
sum had been placed in the supplemen- 
tary estimates of the late government 
in aid of the bridge. Regarding the 
railway proposition laid before Lim by 
Mr. Beck, he said that it was perfectly 
clear. The company wanted aid from the 
government to the extent of $90,000 
in order to build the bridge and con- 
necting railway. He was fully aware 
of the necessity of a bridge across the 
Saskatchewan. He had come for the 
purpose of acquiring a personal knowl- 
edge of the question and had brought 
his engineer to aid him. He supposed 
that what was wanted was the bridge 
and that any scheme that would give 
the bridge and railway would be satis- 
factory. He aiso took for granted that 
the amount of aid promised by the 
town for the Edmonton district railway 
company would be available for any 
ether seheme that would give the same 
results. He did not know that the 
terms proposed by the railway company 
were the best for the government that 
could be made. It was his business to 
get the bridge and railway at the 
smallest possible cost to the govern- 
ment. He had been approached on 
behalf of other propositions which 
would not involve such a large cost to 
the government. If these were satis- 
factory he would be bound to accept 
them rather than the proposition made. 
That question would be settled as soon 
as possible after his return to Ottawa. 
The company would gets its answer ves 
orno, by the Ist of February. If the 
offer of the town stood for such a bridge 
schenre:s would be satisfactory to him, 
he would give assurance that the con- 
eiruction of a combined railway and 


traffic bridge would be entered upon 


within a few months. 


Mr. Tarte then proceeded to 
Robertson Hall, which was well filled 
with wn expectant audience. The chair 
was taken by Mayor Gallagher, who 

i introduced the hon. minister in a few 
words. Addresses were then read by 
A. G. Randall, on behalf of the town ; 
J. M. Douglas, on behalf of the liberal 
associatiun, Edmonton; A. Prince, on 
behalf of the liberal association of St. 
Albert; A.MeNicol, on behalf of the Old 
Timers, and Isaac Cowie on behalf of 


the board of trade, as follows:

Hon. Mr. Tarte in reply spoke of 
himself as being the first Dominion 
minister of public works to visit the 
West. Before being returaed to power 
he always felt it to be his duty to 
acquaint himself thoroughly with the 
work he had in hand. On assuming 
the office of public works he made it 
his first business to acquaint himself 
with the needs of the West. He 
wondered now more than ever how any 
man could imagine that he could 
properly administer the affairs of the 
western country without having seen it. 
Having seen it he appreciated its needs 
and his own responsibility regarding 
them more than ever. The combined 
railway and traffic bridge would be com- 
menced before many moaths under one 
scheme or another. The people would 
see that the government of which he was 
a member was a progressive govern- 
ment and one which believed that the 
prosperity of the East depended upon 
the development of the West. Re- 
plying to the liberal association address 
he said that while the government ad- 
ministered the affairs of the whole 
country they were more strongly and 
closely drawn towards those who had 
placed them in power. They hoped, 
however, that théy would use so wisely 
and well the power that had been given 
them that those who had voted against 
them at last elections would be voting 
with them at the next election. Re- 
plving to the address of the St. Albert 
liberals he spoke of the settlement of 
the Manitoba school question. He 
deprecated strife between people of 
differing religious beliefs. He sketch- 
ed the terms of settlement and declared 
his belief that under that settlement 
the 50 schools in Roman Catholic 
neighborhoods now lying closed would 
be opened and doing good work within 
six months. He alluded gracefully to 
the Old Timers to whom the progress 
of the district and the evidences of its 
excellence must be very satisfactory. 
He concluded by addressing himself in 
French to his compatriots present and 
made a telling appeal to them en the 
question of the school settlement. He 
concluded by expressing his pleasure 
and gratification at having been able to 
visit the north country, and the cordial 
way in which he had been received. 


The meeting was concluded by a large 
number of the audience being present- 
ed: to Hon. Mr, Tarte by Mayor 
Gallagher. 

The banquet was served in the din- 
ning room of the Queen’s hotel, and 
notwithstanding the short notice an 
excellent spread was laid and a splen- 
did bill of fare provided. As many as 
could be accommodated, to the number 
of about fifty,sat down. Mayor Gallagher 
presided, Hon. Mr. Tarte occupied the 
seat to his right and Frank Oliver, M. 
P., that to his left. The vice-chairs 
were occupied by Jas. Gibbons and A. 
Prince, presidents of the Edmonton and 
St, Albert liberal associations respec- 
tively. The hour was late when 
dinner was served, but ample justice 
was done the eatables,

The toast, ‘Our Guest,” was received 
every demonstration of satisfaction. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte in response said that he 
was a plain man, the son of a farmer, who 
in every station in life which he had occu- 
pied had tried to do his best for the interests 
he was called upon to serve. At one time 
he had enjoyed the high favor of the con- 
servative party. Then he was a fine writer 
and an able man. Now he was probably 
more abused by the same party than any 
other person. Notwithstanding the abuse 
he was the same man as before, but perhaps 
a little better. He had changed his  oliti- 
cal allegianee on the death of Sir Jona A. 
Macdonald. His policy of progress had 
been departed from, and the speaker felt 
that he could‘no longer work with his old

(Continued from Second Page ) 
associates. He had been defeated for par- 
jiament and being financially ruined he in- 
tended to remain in private life. But his 

~ ¢ormer frieads attacked him and put him on 
his mettle. He re-entered politics. The 
attacks of his opponents had already landed 
him in the cabinet. They had been beaten 
at the !ast election and would be beaten 
again... He admitted naving changed his 
views. The man whe in. enlargiag his 
knowledge of life and the world did not 
enlarge his views was a fool. His yiews re- 
garding the West had been enlarged and 
changed since leaving Ottawa on the 
present trip. Hesaw mere clearly the re- 
quirements of the country. The present 
government had been left a legacy of debt 
by their predecessors. This debt was a 
heavy burden upon the present populaticn. 
Everywhere were complaints of loss rather 
than info} mation as to gain of population. 
If population decreased the burden of debt 
was greater upon those who remained. If 
population inéreased the burden was de- 
creased We must either go ahead or go 
back. And althongh the works necessary 
for the development of the country would 
still further increase the debt, in so far as 
they would be likely to secure development 
he would be in favor of undertaking them. 
We must have development or cur present 
}u dens would become too wearisome. An- 
other legacy of the late government was 
the Manitoba school question. He had 
been a party to finally arranging the terms 
of settlement. Those terms were not per- 
haps ali that might be desired, but at least 
they would put an end to the condition of 
affairs at. present prevailing in Manitoba 
resarding Cs.tholic schools, whereby some 
schools were conducted under the law, some 
were kept cpen outside the law, vut over 
half were altogether closed. The only 
revenge which he wished for upon those 
who abused the school settlement was that 
the schools now closed shouid be opened, 
(as he was certain they would be) within six 
months and imparting a good education te 
Freach Catholic-ehi!ldren now growirg up 
without schooling. He deprecated a state- 
ment which he had seen a short time before 
in the Catholic paper of Winnipeg, ihe 
North-West Review, which intimated that 
the. result of Protestant and Catholic 
children attendirg the same school would 
be that the Catholic children would be con- 
taminated. Such doctrine was atrocious. 
He was eight years of age before he knew 
there were Exglish people in the world. 
He was 27 before he began to speak English. 
When he did not knew English people he 
had a prejudice against them, but by asso- 
ciation with them the prejndice had disap- 
peared. It was necessary that English and 
French should live amicably together in this 
country. The French could not be driven 
out and neither couid ihe English. Then 
why should they not learn to live so together 
when children at school. He mentioned 
having seen a school in Victoria in which 
x . . 
pupils of many races and faiths were recit- 
ing the Lerd’s prayer together. And he 
thought could it be displeasing to God that 
these children shculd say this prayer to- 
gether. He wanted English to be taught in 
French schools, so that French children 
having the use of two languages would be 
that much better squipped for the battle of 
life than if they had cnly one. He wanted 
French children tobe as well educated as 
English children and then they would be 
able to hoid their ewn with the English. 
He promised that the liberal party would 
give Canada a strong and peogressive gov- 
erument. He closed a lengthy speech amid 
the most hearty applause. 


‘** The Legislative Assembly, was the next 
toast. 

F. Fraser Tims, M. L. A., expressed his 
pleasure at the presence of the minister of 
public works. He hoped that his visit 
would convince himself and the government 
of which he was a member of the propriety 
of acceding to the demands of, and increas- 
ing the grant to, theassembly. He spoke 
strongly and at iength against the railway 
policy of the late government whereby the 
railway lands of Northern Alberta were 
locked up to aid the construetion of roads 
elsewhere; and thereby cut us out of the 
possibility of aiding competing railways by 
means of these lands. 

M. McCauley, M. L. A., spoke of the in- 
justice shown by the tate government to the 
town of Edmonton and other old established 
places in the Territories. The general effect 
of this policy, outside of any particular in- 
stance, was bad. He hoped that the new 
government would adept a new policy and 
recognize the needs of the country as they 
exist. The lack of a railway crossing here 
had kept back the progress of both towns, 
on account of the uncertainty. Had the 
matter been settled at first there would 
have been thousands of people here where 
there are now only hundreds. 

** Ths Town of Edmonton ” was respond- 
ed to by Mayor Gallagher thanking Hon. 
Mr. Tarte for his visit, and for his promise 
regaraing the combined bridge. 

The proceedings were closed by the sing- 
ing of God Save the Queen. 

By previeus arrangement on Wednesday 
morning Hon. Mr. Tarte left his car accom- 
panied by Mr Coste, chief engimeer, to in- 
spect the upper and lower proposed sites for 
the bridge. Mayor Gallagher, Couicillors 
Brown and Edmiston and Messrs. Mc- 
Dougall, McDonald and Oliver were in the 
party. They drove down the new grade at 
the Edmonton Milling Co’s mill, across the 
river, up 4tk street and then across to the 
lower ferry crossing, 

Hon. Mr. Tarte and Mr. Coste were then 
driven to St. Albert aceompanied by Messrs. 
Oliver, M. P.. A. Prince and J. H. Picard. 
After calling on His Lordship, Bishop 
Grandin and the Rev, Fathers, and holding 
a short but lively discussion on the scbool 


question, Hon. Mr. Tarte addressed a 
meeting of St. Albert liberals at the 
Windsor Hotel.

dune. Canada, which is full of un- 
developed and hardly dreamt of mineral 
resources, might well tread in the foot- 
steaps of her sister colony, and by the 
inaugrration of a similar policy solve 
the problem of peopling her vast vacant 
Jands. Annually sixty per cent of the 
gold output of New Zealand is taken 
from alluvial deposits by hydraulic 
sluicing and sieam power river dredges, 
which are acknowledged by even Cali- 
fornian experts to have been brought 
to a higher state of efficiency in New 
Zealand than in any other country. 
Both of these methods are applicable to 
the vast deposits of auriferous gravel 
which underlie this country from the 
banks of the South Saskatchewan to 
those of the Liard river. 

While hydraulic sluicing, especially 
when the government supplies to - 
dividual miners and sinaller companies 
at a small rent the water from a public 
system, is paying well, and is the only 
mode generally applicable to bench 
and terrace deposits; yet the steam 
dredging of gold bearing river beds is 
in some respects there, (where it is al- 
most invariably a paying business) and 
for an. important reason here, the better 
and more profitable way of operating. 
Over a hydraulic sluicing plant the 
advantages of the dredge are its portabil- 
ity to other diggings as required and its 
much less initial cost. In Alberta 
there would be the highly important 
additional advantage of the coal requir- 
ed to generate steam being everywhere 
found along with the gravel to which 
the power is to be applied. Coal in 
New Zealand is, next to wages, the 
greatest expense in dredging. In Al- 
berta it would cost from 50 to 75 per 
cent less than there. Nature has thus 
provided in Alberta not only the gold 
but the fuel required to work it profit- 
ably; both minerals being rendered 
easily accessible by the deep channels 
and valleys of the numerous streams 
and rivers in which are exposed the de- 
posits, from which it only requiries 
brains and money to produce untold 
wealth. 

These are facts which cannot be gain- 
said, “It may not be generally known 
“however, that hydraulic mining is a 
“certain sure thing when ordinary skill 
“and care are used. No class of min- 
‘ing is as sure of its regular dividends 
“if only the prospecting has been 
“thoroughly carried ov! In this 
“branch of mining there i» no vein that 
“may pinch out unexpeciedly, an 
“event which not even the bess ex- 
‘pert can forsee, but there is a deposit 
“of gravel in which the veriest tyro 
“in mining can by sufficient and care- 
“ful testing estimate the amount of gold 
“he may ultimately seure.” We have 
then, as compared with the normally in- 
accessible British Columbia of sea moun- 
tains of gold and silver, in Alberta a free- 
ly accessible plain of grazing and arable 
land capable of feeding a continent 
overlying inexhaustible quantities of, 
gold and coal, in the mining of which 
the elements of chance and cst can be 
reduced to a minimum. Under these 
circumstances it behoves the people of 
Alberta touniie with those who have 
already made representations to the 
Dominion governmert, urging the 
establishment of a department of mines 
similar to that of New Zealand. The 
geological survey of Canada, though do- 
ing valuable scientific work, does not 
teach practical people what they want 
to know; in fact its knowledge is buried 
in blue books of which few know the 
existence. In order to utilize the 
great latent resources with which this 
paper deals it appears necessary to re- 
quest the government to accede to the 
following recommendations: 1st. The 
thorough examination by an expert 
from New Zealand of the bed and 
valley of the North Saskatchewan river 
by systematic boring and survey so as 
to ascertain the extent and value of the
